George Christopoulos and Ken Murphy are 
expected to return for the big clash between 
Heidelberg and Hellas at Middle Park on Sun- 
day, while Penrith will be in real danger of 
relegation after losing to Sydney Croatia — a 
loss it has little hope of avoiding. 


Sydney Olympic’s fate was to be decided last night (Tuesday) 
and it was likely that the club would be ordered not to use Pratten 
Park for any of its remaining home matches, because there is no 
fence around the pitch. 


Olympic was expected to replay its abandoned match against 
Sydney Hakoah tonight (Wednesday) — probably at St George 
Stadium — and the venue for its clash with Inter Monaro on 
Sunday is yet to be chosen, 


Marshall Soper was sent off before the match against Hakoah 
was abandoned, so he won't be available for at least one match. 
Inter-Monaro is unbeaten in eight successive matches, so Olym- 
pic will do well to hang on for a draw on Sunday. 


As I have said before, Inter Monaro has class galore, for which 
it is given little credit — Ambrosino and Willox in midfield, Tuila- 
wa, Williams and Budini in defence and, of course, Giampaolo 
and Thamnidis in attack. 


But all roads lead to Middle Park on Sunday, to the clash of 
Victoria’s major Greek clubs. Christopoulos missed out due to 
injury against Makedonia last Sunday, and was replaced in mid- 
field by Steve Winn. If Christopoulos resumes, as expected, Winn 
may switch to attack. 


Ken Murphy should recover from injury to take his place in the 
Hellas midfield, and Vlado Bozinovski also may come back, 


Heidelberg actually has a slightly better record than Hellas 
since coach Brian Garvey altered his team line-up by including 
Peter Tsolakis and John Metaxas. In the past four games, 
Heidelberg has picked up six points and has not been beaten, 
while Hellas, during the same period, lost once and has gained 
five points. 


Nevertheless, 1 lean slightly towards Hellas, although it all 
depends on what breaks Stuart Stevenson gets on Heidelberg’s 
forward line. Stevenson hasn't scored for three weeks and the law 
of averages says that he’s due to break through again. 


Brunswick-Juventus, taking on George Cross at Olympic Park 
No. 2, has Fabio Incantalupo back after suspension because Rich- 
ard Miranda is now suspended. [ronically, Incantalupo copped his 
ban over an on-field argument with Miranda two weeks ago. 


This should rival the Hellas-Heidelberg clash in intensity. Ju- 
ventus has to win to take advantage of any slip-up by Hellas, while 
George Cross is desperate for at least one point in case Make- 
donia loses to Melbourne Croatia in yet another titanic struggle at 
Connor Reserve. 


Makedonia is inside the top five for the first time in many 
weeks, but the margin is as slender as can be. Croatia’s loss to

The NSL Executive met last 
night (Tuesday) to impose 
punishment. 

Hakoah goalkeeper Tony 
Pezzano announced he was 
giving up the game, coach 
Eddie Thomson said he was 
never so frightened in his life, 
and Olympic president Jim 
Petinellis will call a special 
club meeting over the affair. 

“T’m not going to take this 
and will give the game away 
although I might think about it 
again during the week,” said 
Pezzano. 

“My parents come to these 
games because it is one of 
their few outdoor enjoyments 
but my mother was 2 wreck 
after the brawl. 

“I tried to stop some of the 
people until I was hit from 

nd and then ran for safe- 
ty.” 

Referee Small said: “I was 
punched, kicked, spat on, had 
my hair pulled and my shirt 
rippd. Until the initial foul the 
game was good and it upsets 
me for the sake of football,”’ 

Petinellis revealed that 10 
days ago the ciub had protes- 
ted over the appointment of 
Small and had asked for a neu- 
tral referee from interstate. 

“Last year in the same 
match, three players were 
sent off and there was crowd 
trouble. If it had been someone 
like FIFA referee Chris Bam- 
bridge from Melbourne I’m 
Sure today’s events would not 
have happened,” he said. 

“I might have to approach 
the council to build ,a two 
metre fence but what else can 
I do? We are volunteer offi- 
cials who give our time, 
family life and money to the 
club and I was repaid today. by 
my own supporters attacking

He 
was Sandringham’s Player of the Year in 1980, runner-up in 198], 
82, 83, and 84 and leading scorer in 1984. 

There's nothing pretentious about Dillon. Frankly, that’s re- 
freshing. 

“A few players I’ve met here overrate themselves, they think 
they’re far better than they are. But in the end everyone's got to 
go out there on the park and do it. That’s where you do your talk- 
me 8 said Dillon. 

hat’s where he talks best. His surges down the left side are 
well known by the Sillitoe Reserve faithful and opposing defend- 
ers. Dillon is quick and is at his best running at opponents. 

“I'm playing on the left side of midfield now but I used to play 
left back and I thoroughly enjoyed playing there. I get a great 
kick out of making long runs forward.” 

And Dillon also is starting to think he'd get a kick out of taking 
a crack at the State League. 

“I'd like to give it a go, It would be a challenge for me. I’ve 
probably got another three years left in me and I want to try to 
play in a higher standard before it’s too late.

t mess about. Players respect that.”’ 

Dillon's other coaches at Sandringham have been former South 
Melbourne Hellas stars John Kennedy and Steve Walker, Gordon 
Cameron, ex-Hakoah and Norrie Davie. 

Kennedy coached Sandringham when Dillon joined. The club 
was in Division Four then. Kennedy now is coaching South Oak- 
leigh, which is making a determined bid to win this year’s Second 
Division championship. 

“I found John Kennedy's training terribly hard. I’d never 
trained as hard in England where | played with Olympia and 
Whinney Hill in the Accrington Combination League. 

“I learnt a lot under John Kennedy, mainly about positioning 
myself, especially when our keeper had the ball and was looking 
for someone to give it to. 

“I don’t want to say too much about Norrie Davie, and Gordon 
Cameron was a good coach but he just didn't have the players to 
work with. 

“Stevie Walker was a good trainer but he was player concn 
which is very difficult. Even so, he was a fantastic player for 
Sandringham.”’ 

Under Walker, Sandringham finished third in Division Four in 
1982 and 10th in Division Three in 1983. The club was promoted 
both years due to a restructuring of the Victorian leagues and last 
year — it’s first in Second Division for almost 12 years — it fin- 
ished fourth and was beaten in the final of the top four com- 
petition by league champion Mornington. 

| knew that with just one or two more players, we'd more than 
hold our own in Second Division last season. Going up from 
Fourth Division to Second in successive years was great but not 
winning promotion through the usual channels — by finishing 
either first or second — took the edge off going up. And in some 
ways, | was pretty disappointed at not getting promoted to First 
Division last season. We fell away towards the end of the season 
but the truth is that we just weren't good enough and we lacked a 
couple of players.” 

Sandringham has attempted to change that this season. It’s 
signed former Liverpool and South Melbourne Hellas great Alun 
Evans from Morwell Falcons, Billy Buchanan from Doveton (the 
day before the transfer deadline), former West Australian State 
League player Alec Fenton, midfielder Tim Scott-Hunter from 
Melbourne, and youngster Willie Ford. 

“Young Willie could be’star, he really could, as long as people 
don’t keep getting in his ear and he starts getting carried away 
with himself. He's really impressed, and provided he keeps work- 
ing hard at his game, he could have a good future. 

“What can you say about Alun Evans? Just great, absolutely 
fantastic, as a person and as a player. He takes so much pressure 
off us out on the park it’s not funny. And he certainly knows where 
Pi goals are. Give him just half a chance and it’s in the back of 
the net.” me 

So can Sandringham — fifth in Second Division before last 
weekend’s clash with fourth placed Waverley — win promotion 
this year? 

“Yes, L honestly believe we can do it. We've got the best squad 
we've had since I've been with the club. Things started off badly 
early in the year and Billy (Morrey) wasn’t able to give us a 
proper pre-season preparation because so many players were 
missing but I think that we're in for a great second half of the 
season. "’ 









CANBERRA? 


The NSL Northern Division’s promotion 
and relegation set-up has come under fire 
from Wollongong chairman Laurie Kelly. 


Kelly argues against the current situation which could see 
Wollongong drop out of the*league and be replaced by the 
champion team in the NSW State Leagues. He believes that the 
“developing status’ which protects Canberra and Newcastle is 
wrong and discriminates against Wollongong. 

Here then is a letter, published in full, that Kelly sent to ASF 
executive director Brian Emery late last month. 


Dear Mr. Emery, 

| wish to draw the attention of the ASF Executive to the promo- 
tion/relegation question, not, might | say, only because Wollongong 
is in the relegation zone. A number of other teams are also in that 
position and there has been a great deal of discussion following 8 
recent memo from the Executive Director of the NSL, Mr. S. Kamasz. 
The mere fact that it was necessary to circulate this advice when the 
competition is beyond the half-way mark is an indication itself that the 
position was not clearly understood by the NSL clubs and that the 
Director, himself, was aware of some uncertainty in the matter. 

According to his interpretation, two of the three former devel- 
opment teams, Canberra and Newcastle, will continue to receive pro- 
tection for their area, or for themselves if no other club from their area 
wishes or is eligible for promotion. The third development team, Wol- 
longon, will receive no such protection. 

Now that I have been able to study the matter fully, | believe that 
interpretation goes ogainst the original intention of the ASF and NSL 
when they met on August 6, 1983 

In considering the minutes of that meeting, it should be remember- 
ed that at that time the make-up of the two Conferences had not been 
determined. Indeed, during subsequent discussions, Wollongong was 
considered for possible inclusion in the Southern Conference, as was 
Canberra, whilst the two Queensland teams were being considered for 
inclusion In the Northern Conference 

The Minutes of that meeting of August 6, 1983 are attached. Item 
5.2 says: “Only one team shall be relegated from each Conference.” 

The use of the word “only” indicates that the relegation of only one 
team from each conference was the clear intention of the meeting. The 
fact that the delegates to that meeting then go on to qualify that 
statement by referring to teams outside NSW or Victoria does confuse 
the issue but shows that they were concemed to give protection to the 
other states, that is Qid. and S.A., who had been in the NSL com- 
petition up to that point, Since they refer to states, not federation, it 
clearly indicates an intention to preserve the broed states base of the 
NSL and not lessen the number of states in the league should one of 
their clubs finish on the bottom of the table. So they bring in a sort of 
separate promotion/relegation system for teams from other states. All 
this happens in the same clause. 

They then go on to clause 5.3 Sn which they deal with the regiona- 
lised system which had come about in the state of NSW where two of 
the three regionalised teams were not affiliated with the State Feder- 
ation. Again because they wanted to try to preserve the reglonalised 
broader base for the competition within the state, they gave those two 
teams, Canberra and Newcastle, what amounted to one year's grace, 
However, if they finished “in the relegation area” twice they would go 
down and-be substituted by another team “in the Conference area”. 
This was termed “development status” and was later extended to 
Wollongong even though that club was affiliated only with the NSW - 
Federation, thus accepting the intention at the tima Wollongong was 
invited to come into the League. i.e. a further step in regionallsation. 

The argument is currently being advanced that the words “Confe- 
rence area” were meant to be “Federation area” but since the word 
“Federation” was not used anywhere in the three clauses, | see no 
Justification for that interpretation. 

In fact the subsequent inclusion of Wollongong, a team already affil- 
iated with the NSW State Federation, to ma clearly indicates the In- 
tention in clause 5.3 was merely directed at giving régionalised ereas | ; 
an extra year's grace before having to be relegated. If the argument is_q_ 
to be used that Newcastle and Canberra both are teams representing 
‘other federations and therefore deserve different protaction from Wol- 
longong, It shéuld be remembered that like Wollongong, both tears 
were not established teams in thelr federations but came into exist- 
ence as new clubs when they were invited to join the NSL. Wollon- 
gong could then have and could easily now affiliate with the Niawarra 
District Soccer Association which is logical for our area but we were 
told, at the time, to affiliate with the NSW Federation. So this, argu- 
ment would not wear. 

A subsequent meeting of the ASF on September 23, 1983 put their 
own interpretation on this clause 5.3 of the August 6 meeting which 
has sliowed the emergence of this current argument but as | have said 
previously, | believe this interpretation Is not [ustified by the original 
words, 

Mr. Kamasz’s memo of 19/6/85 is also based on the later inter- 
pretation of the September 23 meeting and as such, | believe, is unte- 
nable, 

After all, the intention of the ASF and NSL was: 

1. We wanted to broaden the base of soccer and improve the stan- 
dard so we established the NSL on the broadest state basis we could 
by bringing in states other than NSW and Victoria and then sub- 
sequently regionalising in NSW. 

2. The NSW and Victorian Federations understandably saw this as 2 
threat to their competitions and the logic of preserving the standard of 
those competitions !ed to the relegation and promotion set-up of one 
down from each Conference and one up to replace from each of the 
two State League compatitions referred to. 

3. That put in jeopardly the continuation of the broadening into four 
states and so the separation of the teams from the other states (Qld. 
and S.A.) into a separate small relegation/promotion scheme of their 
own was put into effect 

4. It also put in feopardly the regionalisation within the country dis- 
tricts of NSW and so the “development status” was introduced, firstly 
for Canberra and Newcastle but then including Wollongong also. In 
effect it gave each of those areas “one year's grace” in that they had to 
finish on the bottom twice, instead of once, like all other state teams, 
in order to be relegated but they would be replaced by another team 
“in that Conference area”. 

The only question which seems to be open to interpretation is the 
meaning of Conference “area” in 5.3 of the minutes of the August 6 
meeting, but since the development status was extended to include - 
the third country area of NSW, namaly Wollongong, then whatever 
interpretation is put on that word must apply equally to the three de- 
velopment teams, not just two of them, or the essence of the intention 
is lost 

Frankly, | believe that the best thing that could happen for soccer in 
NSW is that whichever club finishes on the bottom from amongst all 
the clubs in the geographical area of NSW {including Canberra) should 
go down to the NSW State League competition and the top team from 
front that league be promoted. This should continue on down through 
Division one and Division two of the State League competition, finish- 
ing with the bottom team of Division two being relegated and the top 
team from each District competition throughout the State being in- 
vited to apply to Join the Second Division competition by a play-off. 
This would give every town in New South Wales and the ACT a chance 
to make it up to the National Soccer League, given the ability and the 
financiat backing for their development from their local areas. 

This should then be carried on as we move to regionalise in other 
states, so that our objective will always be to encourage the best clubs 
with the best soccer standards, wherever they may be located within 
each state. 

But on the question of the regionalised clubs presently in NSW, the 
three of them should be treated the same — either go down to the 
NSW state competition as | suggest above, or be replaced by another 
team from their area if such an interpretation can be justified. | do not 
believe it can, as | have said before 

Until we clearly state the original intention, which | believe | have 
demonstrated, of only one up/one down within each state of NSW and 
Victoria regardiess of regionalised area or federation boundaries, many 
clubs in NSW are being unnecessarily worried. | therefore earnestly 
request the Executive's urgent consideration of my submission, follow- 
ed by an unequivocal statement Yours sincerely,
